Yet in 1975 the policy was discarded. 

A fellow called Willie McGrotty made an 
appearance for Australia in our 2-2 draw with 
Legia Warsaw in Sydney. McGrotty, a Scot, 
had been in Australia only a short while and, 
in fact, returned home not long after that

: Then we had Agenor Muniz and Rudi Gnavi 
playing in what were classed full international 
matches against the USSR in late 1975. 

When the Socceroos were in Fiji for their 
World Cup qualifying matches against Taiwan 
in 1977, it was discovered at the last minute 
that Jim Tansey was not naturalised. He had 
to be flown from Ba to the Australian High 
Commission in Suva to take his citizenship 
oath before he could don the green and gold. 

At the start of 1979, we were all set to‘go to 
Auckland for a full international against New 
Zealand with a squad of players including 
many who were ‘“‘visitors’’ from overseas.

But the NZFA objected and it was agreed 
that each team could have only one unnatura- 
lised player. ~- 

Then came the Centenary match against

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The discovery of 
Murray Barnes as a 
magnificent centre 
back has added fur- 
ther to the armoury 
of the Gutendorf 
Socceroos who look 
more and more likely 
to qualify for the 
1982 World Cup 
finals in Spain. 


Gutendorf now has a 
combination which can be 
varied with success de- 
pending on the opponent. 

Against accomplished 
teams like Northern Ire- 
Jand, England or Chile it is 
prudent to use two centre 
backs (Barnes and Muir) 
and a sweeper (Prskalo). 

Against weaker teams, 
Gutendorf ean revert to 
only two central defenders 
in order to bring in a third 
midfielder — Ken Boden 
for example. 

The forward trio he used 
in the 1-) draw with Ire- 
land in Melbourne — Gary 
Cole, Eddie Krncevic and 
Peter Sharne — appears 
ideal and Gutendorf should 
allow them to continue 
playing in order to knit to- 
gether into an .effective 
unit. 

All three have speed and 
power and the energy to 
chase back the way Gut- 
endorf wants them to. How 
often was Krncevic seen 
rising like a Boeing to head 
the ball out of defence? 


Gutendorf criticises 
Cole for being clumsy but 
Cole must be in this team 
all the time. Analyse 
Australia’s effective 
attacks last Sunday and 
you’ll fine Cole was at the 
heart of every one of them. 
What’s more he has the 
strength and courage to 
bore into the most perilous 
situations and of course his 
shooting power is undoubt- 
ed. He also has the pa- 
tience to wait for gaps and 
the explosiveness to ex- 
ploit them. 


All he needs is the right 
type of service from mid- 
field. Passes should be de- 
livered to make the most 
of Cole’s speed, and also 
the speed of Sharne. 
Krncevic on the other hand 
has energy and heading 
ability as his greatest as- 
sets. He loves to work, so 
let him battle, 1et him run, 
let him try to win the ball 
in attack and lay it off to 
Cole and Sharne, and let 
him be there for high balls.
